Films That Built Us Museum promotes and advances the social impact, appreciation, history, 
artistic value, and technology of film, television, and digital media by illuminating, educating 
and exhibiting unique collections, artifacts, moving-image works and related artifacts, in order to 
preserve and provide the future with a record of the human film experience. 
Collection plan: 
The collection’s plan is to preserve the Mission Statement by maintaining items related to 
influential film and television that have helped shape film history. Some of the most important 
collections relate to personal nostalgia, social justice and the evolution of diversity and inclusion 
in film. The Museum highlights film advancement and key figures in the film industry. The 
collection aims to be a unique addition to other film museums by providing an international 
perspective in addition to American films, and how they contribute to the film industry as a 
whole. 
Appraisal Report for Recommending Acquisition 

Collection Aligns with Our Mission 

The Films That Built Us Museum promotes the advancements of the film and television 
industry and the social impact which they have trailed over the years. These films' historical and 
artistic values have been shaped by their generation's personal nostalgia, creativity, and social 
justice movements. Although the collection reflects the evolution of diversity and inclusion in 
film, it represents a unique addition that pays tribute to the film industry internationally. The 


items all render an experience for the public built on illuminating, educating, and creating a 


greater sense of appreciation for films. The collection is built upon four genres that have had a 
lasting impact in the film and television industry. Through their character portrayals and stories, 
these films have captivated audiences across the globe. 

To further promote film advances, the collection displays an array of sources, from film 
rolls to scripts and props that convey film development. The collection offers guests the 
opportunity to experience the film industry from the creative development process; it illuminates 
the unique artistic journey of creating a film using 3D props. The props and images are carefully 
curated to help educate the public on the value of film development. In addition, they capture the 
behind-the-scenes process of moving-image works. 

These items come from movies developed as film and have made their way to television 
and other digital media platforms. This collection highlights the process by which they 
originated. The record of human films continues evolving, and this collection illuminates and 
celebrates the experiences and journey that has led the film industry to where it is presently. The 
content in this collection aims to preserve the Films That Built Us Museum mission by 
displaying items from prominent films that continue to leave a lasting impact and shape the film 
industry and its history. 

Donor Information 

This collection is donated by Norman Patrick, an avid film props and film archive 
collector. He has worked in the film industry since the 1950s and was primarily involved with 
production design, eventually becoming a reputable film producer. He has worked extensively 
throughout the decades with notable directors and producers, which led him to obtain some of 


these treasured items. 


Although having been born in the 1930s, he has maintained his collection from old 
Hollywood to contemporary films. Patrick has an eclectic taste when it comes to items, ranging 
from Horror and Sci-Fi genres which focus primarily on practical effects, to pop culture items 
such as the iconic Back to the Future hoverboard. 

Our team was introduced to Patrick through a fellow film archivist, and we have 
maintained friendly terms, often meeting at old film release functions or heritage film museum 
events. Patrick has given our team personal tours of his collection and he has a strong affinity to 
share his personal stories behind certain items and his time in the industry. 

As Patrick is aging, he has decided to donate his collection to our museum in efforts to 
put his estate into order. He wanted to ensure that his collection would remain intact and be 
utilized for future generations in the history and enjoyment of film. 

We, as a team, want to ensure that Patrick’s wishes with his collection are honored. Since 
Patrick loves to share stories behind most of his items, we also want to ensure that certain stories 
remain a part of the collection through documentation. His specific wishes are: 

- His name is noted as the individual who endowed the museum with the collection. 

- The collection remains intact and not removed from the museum. 

- Stories are shared with select items when on display. 

- Collections may be released on loan to The Academy as needed. 

- Patrick and his immediate family members have lifetime membership to the 

museum. 

We have maintained good relations with Patrick and a few of his film colleagues. We 


want to continue this strong relationship to potentially build upon Patrick’s collection and to 


expand our relationship with other key players in the industry. Utilizing Patrick’s name, which 
still has influence in the film industry, is a great way to continue reaching out to other potential 
film key players who can contribute either monetarily, with physical collections, exhibition event 
attendance, or promotion of the museum. It is not merely for collection items that we want to 
build these relationships, but we want to utilize their knowledge for any lectures or programs in 
the future. Having celebrities attend our “red-carpet” exhibition premieres also elevates our 
reputation and puts a positive spin for any marketing and press of the museum. 


Institutional, Research, Exhibition Value 


Appendix A contains an inventory of Patick’s collection. These 30 items were appraised 
by our head collection’s director during a donor visit. Although some of these items hold 
preservation issues, such as the deteriorating Planet of the Apes masks, the collection is still an 
asset for institutional, research, and exhibition value. An example of one of these items holding 
great exhibition value are the alien heads as they draw in fandom across different generations, 
and cultures. Some of these items hold great institutional value, such as the Forrest Gump 
clapperboard and the Back to the Future Hoverboard. Some donors love the idea of being behind 
the camera and would be excited to handle the Forrest Gump clapperboard as a donor or 
potential donor. Other potential and current donors find items such as the Hooverboard of great 
institutional value and interest. Both items carry institutional and exhibitional value. The Dark 
Crystal animatronic controller and the James Bond film rolls showcase the research value these 
items hold. They contribute to the development of film and film history, especially as certain 
aspects of these are no longer the primary source of filmmaking.
